According to reports published ab- 
road, the anti-aircraft missile sys- 
tem has been improved and 
made highly mobile by the addi- 
tlon of batteries of Sam-6s, 
which, in the event of an attack, 
could be moved forward with re- 
lative case for the protection of 
Bround forces from Israeli planes. 
The Syrians are also reported 
in the Weatern preas to have 
rostocked thelr supply of 
Frog ground-to-zround minsiles, 
which were uscd to homb Is- 
raeli scttlements during the war, 
and they are suspected of hav- 
ing acquired several batteries of 
Soviot-made Seud long-range mis- 
siles with on expltoulve charge of 
around one ton -— more than 
twice that of the Frog, or the 
game as that of the heaviest bomb 
capable of being delivered by air. 
The possession of these missiles 
would afford the Syrians an ad- 
vantage they did not have he- 
fore; the ability to bomb Israeli 
centres of population either pre- 
emptively, or in response to an 
Tsrael air force attack similar to 
those on Damascus and Homs 
last October. 
The Syrians have deployed 
thelt forces ona basle Soviet 
attern which, while defensive 
y nature, can be quickly and ef- 
ficiently switched to the of- 
fensive, Around the perimetre of 
the border they have placed sev- 
eral divisions of mechanized in- 
fantry and armoured forces, all 
well within the protective range 
of the artillery and supporting 
armoured units which form a _sec- 
ond belt around the border. Both 
lines — dug in and falrly well 
protected from both artillery and 


- aerial bombardment — are ΕἹῸ-

WHILE THEORETICALLY the 
Syrians could turn this vast ma- 
ohinery of war into ἃ mobile at- 
tacking force with a minimum of 
effort, geographical factors ser- 
fously limit the possibility of an 
effective all-out attack. They 


* would have either to concen- 
j trate their thrust in a narrow 


corridor between the impassable 
Hermon range and the valcanic 

Ledja plataeu in the north, or 
launc it from the south-east, 
where the Ledja and marshes in 
the vicinity of Halas give way to 
rocky but negotiable terrain. 

The Syrians could also make 
thelr attack along the “purple 
line“ between Kunettra and the 
steep Rokad Valley in the South; 
but then they would be faced with 
the concentration of Israeli forces 
stationed in the bulge on their 
northern flank, as well as those 
they would encounter along the 
‘purple line.” Thus Israeli pos-

an overall settlement, or even as 
part of a preliminary agreement 
for the separation of forecs. 

The question is, now, how much 
should be given back along the 
Golan Front? In other words, what 
formula could satisfy the Syrians 
— who aimed at regaining all the 
territory lost Lo Israel in 1967 — 
and still be reconciled with Is- 
rael's security interests? 


IT 18 GENERALLY FELT that 
the Syrians’ attitude to disen- 
Ragement in the area is, at best, 
ambivalent, and that unless they 
are offered something tempting, 
they arc not going to agree to 
even initial discussions, The re- 
turn of the former Golan Heights 
capital, Kuncitra — currently a 
Riost town on the old purple line 
—to the Syrians Is widely consid- 
ered to be the kind of gesture 
which might satisfy the Syrians, 
and lIcad to an agreement on dis- 
enagement. ‘The town could he 
returned with few strategic dis- 
advantages to Israel — even if 
access to it were through a cor- 
ridor flanked by either U.N. or 
Israeli forces. The main prob- 
lem \s the future of the Israeli 
settlements established on _ the 
Golan since the Six Day War, 
some of ‘them 80 close to the 
purple line that they may have 
to be sacrificed if an Israeli pull- 
back for the disengagement is 
going to be deep enough to in- 
corporate an effective U.N. buffer 
zone Similar to ‘that established 
on_the southern front. 

From a military point of view, 
it would be folly to retreat to a 
point where freedom of strategic 
manoeuvre would ‘be hampered 
by elther setiled land or geo- 
ΠΝ Ἢ imitations. On the one 
‘and, Israel ‘has to be in a poal- 
tion for a tactical retreat with- 
out endangering established set- 
tlements should hostilities be re- 
sumed; on the other, she must 
retain possession of torrain for 
the most advantageous deploy- 
ment of forces, ἢ 

The minimum acceptable to the 
milHtary planners questioned on 
the subject seems to be the old 
“punple lne" which, whila not 
ideal, was considered adequate, 
despite the relative ease with 
which the Syrians penetrated Is- 
rael's defences along it in Octo- 
ber. [t was not the topography 
which was at fault, it is generally 
felt, ‘but the manner in which 
the defence of the line was car- 
rled out — shortcomings which 
could be neutralized by new plan- 
ning ‘based on the lessons of the 
October War, and the removal of 
the possibility of ‘immediate sur- 
prise by the physical presence of 

nef troops tn a buffer zone sep- 
arating the forces. 

Whatever the line of disengage 
ment which ig agreed upon with 
Syria, it could — and probably 
would — be argued that the 
agreement represented a series of 
unilateral concessions ‘by Israel. 
The disengagement of forces on 
both fronts should, however, be 
viewed as the essential conditions 
for serious peace talks — with 
Syria too, if possible, but most 
importantly with Egypt. If some 
initial concessions are the price 
of progress towards peace, then 
aven most military men feel they 
would be well worth while. 

Meanwhile, the guns in the 
area will continue to rumble. The 
question is whether ‘the present 
crossfire will erupt into another 
war, 83 most military observers 
belleve it will, or whether it will 
peter out over the negotiating 
table.

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AN EGYPTIAN’S 
VISION OF PEACE 


The October War has opened up possibilities for a 
lasting Arab-Israel peace, based on mutual conces- 
sions and mutual respect for each other's national 
aspirations. This is the view of SANA HASSAN, 
daughter of a former Egyptian Ambassador to 
Washington, and a doctoral candidate at Harvard. 


THE DISENGAGEMENT after 
the October war has brought us 
for Uhe first time to the thres- 
hold of a lasting pence. Yet 
everything depends’ oom whether 
we seize the chance now, or as 
we did after 1967, wake up to 
the realization that we rissed

A DISENGAGEMENT of troops 
will lead to α lasting and viable 
peace only if linked to an over-all, 
contractual peace settlement, that 
commits Israel to total, although 
phased, withdrawal from the 
whole of. Sinai, in| return for 
norma! relations with Egypt. 
Total withdrawal could take place 
in two. or three stages, at reg- 
ular intervals agreed on in δᾶ- 
vance and contingent upon 
Egypt's abstaining from any 
provocative action, such ag shoot- 
ing, infiltration or anti-Israeli 
propaganda, and on_establish- 
ment of diplomatic and commer- 
elal relations. ; 

The toughest knot in any such 
plan will be Sharm e-Sheikh, 
which is of great strategic value 
to Israel because it commands 
the entrance to the Gulf of 
Aqaba as well as the Gulf of 
Suez, But Israel's security could 
be ensured instead by an agree- 
ment that would grant Egypt 
nominal sovereignty over all of 
Sinai, and yet allow Israel to 
maintain her own patrols in 
Sharm, in combination with some 
United Nations patrols, until nor- 
mal neighbourly relations were 
established. Such an agreement 
would have the advantage of en- 
abling Israel to ensure her own 
defense by freeing her from de- 
pendence on a U.N. or big-power 
guarantee of free navigation in 
Aqaba. At the same time, it 
would formally safeguard Epypt- 
jan sovereignty and camouflage 
the Israeli military presence at 
Sharm e-Sheikh, thus making it 
less offensive to Egyptian pride. 

This idea was actually suggest- 
ed to me last year by a pro- 
minent Egyptlan Cabinet min- 
ister (who, like others I talked 
with, requested that his name be 
withheld for fear of political re- 


percussions). 
In a sense, a peace settlement 
with Egypt will be casier to 


work out than with the other 
Arab states, because Israel has 
no Irredentist feelings about the 
Sinal, The same cannot be said 
for Jerusalem and many parts of 
the West Bank, where Israel has 
religious-historical roots. The 
territorial contiguity of Jordan 
and Syria to Israel also makes

How would this — affect 
Egyptian-Israeli relations?

Sir Moses Montefiore has been credited with being the country's first Jewish citrus grower nearly 120 years 
ago. After studying the archives, SHOSHANA H ALEVI now awards the title to Rabbi Judah Levi. 


IN JULY, 1855, Sir Moses Mon- 
teflore made his fourth pilgrimage 
to Jerusalem, On his pray here 
from London, he passed through 
Constantinople, where he obtaln- 
ed from the Sultan Abdul Majid, 
among other things, a firman or 
licence, enabling him to purchase 
lands in Erctz Yisrael for charit- 
abla purposes. 

While in Jerusalem, Sir Moses 
struck a deal with an Arab named 
Ahmed Aga Disdar — a former 
governor of the city -— for the 
purchase of a plot of land just 
outside the Old City wall. 
There, the new quarters 
of. Mishkenot Sha‘ananim and 
Yemin Moshe were to be_ built 
— with the famous windmill, now 
an_idle landmark, topping them. 

Before ieaving the country he 
added another acquisition to the 
list, this time on the Jaffa sea- 
shore. As he recorded in his pub- 
lished “Diaries,” ‘some property 
was purchased, with house and 
well, affording an abundant sup- 
ply of excellent water. ἃ num- 
er of poor Israelites wore at 
once engaged upon the land, 
which is known by the name of 
‘Biera,’ and is alttated near the 
falate of the Wurthenberg Temp- 
ara," 

This ‘Biera' — or more proper- 
ly “bayara," which is Arabic for 
orchard — came te be known as 
“the Montefiore orchard." It 
boasted a total of 1,407 fruit 
trees, mostly citrus, but commer- 
cially it proved a complete failure. 
However, as long as Sir Moses 
was alive he would not allow the 
orchard to be sold and Its work- 
ers to be deprived of thelr em- 
ployment. Instead, he covered ita 
heavy loases each year, and let 
it go at that. 


TEN YEAR after Montefiore's 
death, In August, 1895, the or- 
chard was leased to the Alliance 
Israelite, which in turn trens-

HISTORIANS OF Jewish settle- 
ment in Eretz Yisrael have as- 
sumed until now that the Monte- 
fiore orchard, supposedly purchas- 
ed_ from e Jaffa Arab back in 
1855, marked the beginning of 
Jewish citrug growing in this 
country.

finda oneself reading his fascinating 
Recount of that company's various 
metamorphoses, triala and tribula- 
tions, as though it were the last- 
but-one chapter of a first-class 
detective story. 

The same holts true for every- 
thing else. You think you have had 
enough of yarns about Little Tel 
Avly, the = Yishiiv's legendary 
brothera-in-law — Dov Hos, Eliahu 
Golomb, Moshe Sharett — and the 
derring-do of the Haganuh in the 
19305 and 1940s, But helleve me, 
they will grip you ail over again 
now, for none of them, as far as 1 
know, han ever heen described with 
quite such immediacy or quite so 
colourfully ΠΗ in thia book. 

Whatever and whomever David 
Hacohen writes about — be it Orde 
Wingate, Pinhas Lavon, David Ben- 
Gurion, the Nepalese Inndaeape, the 
vagaries of Wlitchall, or the very 
amall boy who tried for hours tu 
Rell him & newspaper in New Dolhi 
— is informed by acumen, detail 
and human intereat. In addition, of 
course, there are the “revelations”: 
how the Teggart Wall (that barbed 
wire fence put up by the British 
during the 1938-39 riots along the 
entire Palestine-Lebanon border) 
wag really built; what actually lay 
behind the tragic mission of the 23 
young men sent by the Palmah and 
the British in 1941 to blow up the 
refineries in Vichy-held Tripoli 
(Lebanon); more of the equally ill- 
fated truth of Mr. Hacohen's 


arduvua attempts, from 1954 on. to 
persuade the Israel Government tu 
recognize the young People’s Re- 
public of Chinn before it was too 
Inte — a aubject he has written 
απο before. There are other 
persistent presences: Moshe Sharett, 
whom Hacohen loved all hia life 
and aboul whose lust years he 
writes with touching tenderness and 
ill-suppreased rage: the city of 
Haifa in which hie hog lived, and 
for whose administration he was 
partly responsible, for many years; 
and, predictably, his ablding con- 
eern for the quality of civic, ea- 
peclaily parlinmentnry, fe in Is- 
riel, 


BUT PROBABLY the most memo- 
rable aspect of these singularly un- 
tranquil recollections ts thelr inti- 
macy: the unretouched close-ups of 
the larger-than-ilfe aulher himueif, 
Among these are David Hacohen in 
the Turkish Army; David Hacohen 
as a London Sehoal of Eerunomica 
student; θην ἃ Haeohen as an 
imaginative, effective and, incidental- 
ly, very brave wheeler-denler on 
behalf of the pre-Stute underground. 
To say nothing of David Hacohen 
the longtime Irate, influential mem- 
ber of Mnapal's innermost circles 
and — though Heaven knows that 
nelther hin vocubulary nor his ap- 
pearance in what one would Lerm 
delicate — there Is also David Ha- 
cohen Plenipotentiary, the sguc- 
cessful, skilful Taraclh Ambassador 
weaving his way through a slew of 
markedly delicate negotiations. 

In short, this 15 one helluva good 
book by one helluva good man 
whose personal credo for the past 
70-odd years, luckily for rll of us, 
was not a feeble “We shall over- 
come,” but rather — and at the 
top of his voice — “Damn the 
Torpedoes! Full speed ahead!”

οὐ KEREINSKY, a ‘well-known

said to have succeeded, despite co- 
pious interviews with people who 
knew her at first or second hand, 
most of these resulting In a single 
chapter of entertaining gossip about 
her behaviour while on tour with 
her company, which she ran with 
a mailed fist in the proverblal vel- 
vet glove. 

Her early career as a dancer 
after the Imperial Ballet School is 
delineated largely by the reviews of 
a single critic, and much of her 
packground is still shrouded in mys- 
tery. Kerensky says that her real 
father was probably a wealthy Rua- 
sian Jew who stemmed from an 
artistic Georglan family which in- 
cluded a number of dancers; and-he 
quotes impresario Sol Hurok as 
saying that Pavlova herself confided 
to him that she “was a Jewess," 
and begged him not to reveal this 
until after her death, particularly 
as she did not want anyone to know 
that she was illegitimate.

ROBERT TWOMBLY'S book on 
Frank Lloyd Wright grew out of 
hig work on a doctoral dissertation 
on history In Wisconsin and his sub- 
sequont introduction there to 
“Wright country.”

The Jewlsh experience of re-enter- 
ing the Old Clty after the Six Day 
War reflected both the strengths 
and weaknesses of Israe) society. 
Jewish soldiers, with few excep- 
tions, acted aa compassionate hu- 
man beings and not in the brutal 
manner that nearly all previous 
conquerors of Jerusalem had. And 
the humane leadership of Mayor 
Kollek, army Jlalson personnel, and 


most Cabinet Ministers wan exem- 
Plary. Despite Jewish distiust of 
the Arabs, as reflected In thr potls, 
there have been almost no instances 
of Jews “reughing up" East Jeru- 
salem Arnba. When they did, as 
for example after terrorist acts 
were committed in mid-August, 
1968, the Defence Minister — along 
with most other Israelly — Iabelted 
the perpetrators “hooligans™ and 
warned that lack of self-control 
merely ndvanced the goals of the 
terrorists. Acts of self-appointed 
Jewish vigilantes ceased. 

So did the provocative acts of the 
then Chief Defence Forces Chaplain 
Shlomo Goren, who was starply 
criticized by the Defenee Minister 
for conducting a special prayer aer- 
vice on the Temple Mount. In gen- 


tral, the battle over the Western 
Wall area has been not ngainst

Outalde and surrounding the fort- 
ress, only ἃ couple of hundred 
yards away, Egyptian tanks began 
pounding us from all sidea while 
their infantry, now expanded to 
thousands, were busy entrenching 
themselves for the final attack, We 
had only one bazooka in the fort- 
ress and nothing else that could he 
used against enemy armour, and 
when the bazooka's last romuining 
shelis were gone, the men fought 
against tanks with moachineguns. 

I remember Pinchas swearing 
that the enemy tanks were rolling 
down the road only u few liundred 
yards to the cast of us {1 sitting 
ducks; if we hod anti-tank wea- 
pons, we could have knocked them 
out by the dozen.

Travelling conductors 


ean offer, conductors have to look 
for other fields to make their 
career and simply must go abroad 
and face international competition, 
Judging by the successes, this 
seems to be auite-a healthy pro- 
cedure. What is interesting is the 
fact that not all.of them meet 
with the same acclaim when con- 
ducting at home, even If they are 
backed by the prestige of havin; 

won prizes and received importani 

appointments. Why is this? 

An Israeli violinist living 
abroad once complained to me 
that whenever she comes home 
and goes on the stage to play a 
concerto, she feels terribly handi- 
capped and cramped by the know- 
ledge that every one of the string 
players sitting in the orchestra 
teels that he knows everything 
better than she does. I am sure 
this is the same feeling a conduc- 
tor has; only with him it ig not 
only a case of every string 
player thinking himself’ superior, 
but each and every member of 
the orchestra, including the winds 
and the percussions. 


THERE ARE plenty of jokes 
about this conductor-orchesira re- 
Jationship. 

A benevolent veteran musician 
advises ao nervous, young 
debutante on the rostrum: “Don't 
worry. You just give the up-beat 
and then don't fight against us."
